The  earth  or  world  which  we  inhabit,  is  a  round  body, 
about  8,000  miles  in  diameter,  about  24,000  in  circumfer- 
ence. The  distance  of  the  Sun  from  the  centre  of  the 
earth  is  found  to  be  95,173,127  miles. 
FIXED  STARS. 
The  distance  of  thj  nearest  fixed  star  is  so  great,  that  light 
which  travels  192,000  miles  in  a  second,  would  not  pass 
from  the  eaith  to  the  nearest  of  the  fixed  stars  in  three 
years;  but  it  would  pass  from  the  earth  to  the  moon  in  le«a 
than  two  seconds. 

Apogee. — The  Moon  is  said  to  be  in  Apogee  when  farth 
est  from  the  Earth. 

Perigee. — The  Moon  is  said  to  be  in  Perigee,  when 
nearest  the  Earth
